Bagfay annou nced there were some 
technicalities regarding the pu r­ 
chasing of the Sedalia Water Co. 
which mu at be taken care « im­ 
mediately. 
May o r Bagby read 
a prepared 
•tatement with reference to the 
¡» oblems. He said, ‘‘Du ring the 
past week I have commu nicated 
with a nu mber of mu nicipal bond 
bou ses specializing in r e v e nu e 
bo nds, to ascertain whether or not 
they cou ld make a bid to the city 
fo r the water revenu e bonds to 
bear interest at a rate equ iJ to o r 
u nd« ’ 3^ per cent. At this time I 
wou ld like for the clerk to read 
the replies that were received fro tn 
these hou ses." 
City Clerk W. C. Ream then read 
tha replies from six bonding hou ses 
in which all declined to make bids 
oo the $2.700.000 bonds at 3^ per 
cent o r less. After the report was 
g iv en by Ream, the mayi» * made 
the fdlowing statement. 
“Inasmu ch as none of the said 
bo nd bou ses indicated any interest 
in the bonds bearing su ch a low 
rate as $^ per eeot, I will now 
entertain a motion rescinding the 
actio n o f the Cou ncil at the regu lar 
naeeting of Feb. IS. 1957, au thoriz­ 
ing and directing the city clerk to 
advifftise for bids for the sale of 
$2,700.000 in water revenu e bonds,

Farmers who want to change 
o r 
cancel their previou sly signed 1957 
Acreag e Reserve agreements 
fo r 
co m mu st do so iKit later than 
March 8 , 1%7, according to C. A 
Staples, chairman 
o f the Pettis 
Cou nty Agricu ltu ral Stabilizatiim 
and Conservatiixi Committee. 
March 8 , 1957, is the final date 
for signing Acreage Reserve agree­ 
ments for 1957 for com. The regu ­ 
lations u nder which the Acreage 
Reserve program operates permit 
the changing or cancellatiim of 
agreements only thrimgh the sign­ 
up period. 
In general, after March 8, 1957, 
the only agreement changes per 
mitted wiU be those necessary to 
correct errors or to designate a 
different acreage when the orig­ 
inally designated land does not 
meet the program requ irements. 
Many farmers have indicated on 
their agreements that they wish to 
pu t a larger acreage than the ini­ 
tial farm limit in the Acreage Re- 
ser\'e. These farmers will be sent 
a written notice after the close ol 
the signu p period, March 8, 1957, 
if it is possible to accept the extra 
acreages.

Rebels Demand 
Self Government 
In Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (f) —East 
Indonesia’s rebel command de­ 
manded today that the entire re­ 
pu blic be placed u nder military 
ru le with immediate self-govern­ 
ment for the revoH areas. 
The u ltimatu m, 
presented to 
President Su karno, demanded re­ 
moval of Prime Minister Ali Sas- 
troamidjojo and his Cabinet, 
also warned that the rebels wou ld 
not tolerate any Commu nists in 
the government. 
U. Col. Ventje Su mu al, leader 
of the revolt in the eastern is­ 
lands, said the rebels wou ld taka 
matters into their own hands 
Su karno did niX heed their de­ 
mands. 
Informed sou rces said tbe u lti­ 
matu m was “very seriou s” since 
the rebel leaders are not extrem­ 
ists. They warned there might be 
bloodshed if Su karno persists 
his plan for a “gu ided democra­ 
cy” in which Commu nists wou lc 
be inclu ded, in place of Westem- 
style parliamentary government 
The u ltimatu m demanded that 
all officers arrested in the revo 
last December on Su matra, Indo­ 
nesia’s big northwest island, be 
released at once. 


JERUSALEM (iPl—Israeli troops 
probably will start withdrawing 
tomorrow from the Gaza Strip 
and the Aqaba 
Gu lf coast, in­ 
formed sou rces said tonight. 
The word came ou t as several 
thou sand 
rightist 
denwnstrators 
staged a rally in the Israeli sector 
this holy city to protest the 
withdrawals and demand the res 
ignation of* Premier David Ben- 
Gu rion.

revolt 
against his personal decision to 
order the troops ou t of the last 
the territories they wrestec 
from Egypt last fall. He workec 
long on a report to Parliament.

were ordered ou t to handle the 
demostrations, organized by the 
nationalist Heru t party.

Barbed wire 
barricades were aet u p at the 
main thorou ghfares in front of 
the Parliament bu Mng to bar the 
marchers.

Gov. James T. Blair today asked

’The governor’s letter to th e 
Hou se and Senate this morning 
said the money is needed to repair 
damages cau sed by the settling of 
the fou ndation. The governor said 
the resu lt had done seriou s damage 
to the walla which will have to be 
tom ou t and relayed before the 
1957 fair. Blair noted that the bu ild 
ing is u sed for display pu rposes 
and is <^n to the pu blic. 
The governor's requ wt will be 
tacked onto an emergency appro- 
priaticm bill which has already 
passed the Hou se and is now before 
the Senate. 
Meanwhile Rep. F. E. Robinson 
Democrat, Knox Cou nty, says he 
will make a second attempt to­ 
morrow to get toe Hou se connmit- 
tee on miscellaneou s resolu tions to 
ai^rove his proposed investigation 
of toe ^ate Fair. 
Robinson said the pri^sed in­ 
vestigation was held u p by the 
cwnmittee last week bemu se sev­ 
eral members wanted the rtu dy to 
be made after the General As­ 
sembly adjou rns.

Lo ca ted in Pettis, J o hnso n Co unties 
Impro v ing Two State Ro utes 


Contracts for improving sections 
o i two state su pplementary rou tes 
in Johnson and Pettis Cou nties now 
have been awarded by the State 
Highway Commission u nder bids 
received Feb. 15. ’The improve­ 
ments are on Rou te FF, which 
serves both Johnson -and Pettis 
Cou nties, and on Rou te BB, in 
Johnson Cou nty. The total cost of 
toe work will be abou t $146.402. 
The Rou te BB work, all of which 
is in Johnson Cou nty, calls for 
bu ilding approximately 9.2 miles of 
grading, bridging and gravel or 
cru shed stone from Rou te 13, abou t 
1% miles sou th of Warrensbu rg, 
westerly a nd sou thwesterly to 
Rou te F, abou t 5^ miles north of 
Chilhowee. This c o nt r a c t was 
awarded to Arthu r E. Qu inn, con­ 
tractor, of Salisbu ry, and will cost 
abou t $90,450. 
Tbe Rou te FF project if for 7.3 


miles of grading and gravel or 
cru shed stone su rfacing from High­ 
way 50, abou t three miles east of 
Kncrf) Noster, northerly along the 
Johnson-Pettis cou nty lines, to a 
ju nction with Rou tes D and N, 
abou t two miles sou th of Du nks- 
bu rg. This improvement was con­ 
tracted to the Richardson and Bass 
Constru ction Co. of Colu mbia, to 
cost abou t $55,952. 
Rou te BB leaves Missou ri Rou te 
13 adjacent to the C. E. Mu chmore 
and William Bu mbow properties. 
It extends westerly along the ex­ 
isting roadway. It then takes an 
approximate mile and a half long 
new location throu gh the properties 
of Ray Cu nningham, 
B e u l a h 
Brown, Harry Garrison and Vincil 
Harmon. It rejoins the existing 
road at the Garrison and Harmon 
places and continu es on in a west­ 
erly direction, generally following 


the present roadway bu t with ne­ 
cessary relocations to i m pr o v e 
alignment. 
The new constru ction crosses 
Post Oak Creek at toe Qau de Mc- 
Mu rphy and Francis Irle places, 
where a 127-feet long I-beam bridge 
will be installed. After crossing the 
creek the improvement continu es 
sou th westerly along the existing 
road bu t with mu ch relocation, at 
times on one side of the existing 
roadway then the other, to improve 
alignment and drainage. 
Continu ing sou thwesterly the new 
road passes the Glendale School 
and an u nnamed chu rch adjacent 
to the M. P. Hailey property, then 
takes an approximate three qu ar 
ters mile long new location throu gh 
properties of Hailey, Amos Reed 
and Raymond Smith. It rejoins the 
presently traveled rou te at the

UN Assembly 
Su spends Debate 
On Gaza Action 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
Faced with widely divertent views 
over steps to be taken in Gaza 
and the Gu lf of Aqaba areas after 
Israel withdraws, the U.N. Asem- 
bly su spended its debate today to 
await developments. 
No date was fixed for the next 
meeting, bu t toe Assembly was 
expected to convene later this 
week to hear a report from U.N 
Secretary General Dag Hammar­ 
skjö ld. 
No opposition was expressed to 
the temporary takeover of toe 
Gaza Strip and the Gu lf of Aqaba 
area by the U.N. Emergency 
Force. Bu t there was widespread 
diffdlrence of opinion on these two 
qu estions: 
1. The right of free passage 
throu gh the Strait of Tiran into 
the Gu lf of Aqaba as demanded 
by Israel and u pheld by the United 
States and other maritime pow­ 
ers. 
2. The eventu al administration 
of the Gaza Strip and its 300,000 
Arabs, two thirds of them Pales­ 
tine refu gees living on U.N. relief 
allotments.

LOUIS (B—Matthew J. Con­ 
nelly and T. Lamar Cau dle, who 
held high positions in the Tru man 
administration, today were sen­ 
tenced to two years in prison and 
fined $2,500 each for conspiring to 
defrau d the government. 
Federal District Ju dge Gu nnar 
H. Nordbye, before imposing sen­ 
tence, denied n mi^on for a new 
trial. 
'The 
last-minu te 
moUon 
filed 
yesterday was that the late Fed­ 
eral Ju dge Ru bey M. Hu len, who 
presided at their trial last su m­ 
mer, was in “no proper mental 
and physical condition” to pre­ 
side at the trial. 
Ju dge Hu len was fou nd shot to 
death in a yard at his home three 
wedks after Cau dle and Connelly 
were convicted by the federal 
cou rt ju ry. 
Ju dge Nordbye said today he 
fou nd nothing in the record of the 
case to indicate Ju dge Hu len had 
su ffered from any mental dis 
tu rbance at the time of the trial. 
Connelly and Cau dle cou ld have 
been sentenced to five years in 
prison and fined $10,000 each 
A coroner’s ju ry was u nable to 
determine whether Ju dge Hu len 
killed himself deliberately or ac­ 
cidentally. 
Connelly was White Hou se ap­ 
pointments secretary du ring the 
Tru man 
administration. 
Cau dle 
was head of the Ju stice Depart­ 
ment’s tax division u ntil Tru man 
fired him for having ou tside in­ 
terests that conflicted with his of­ 
ficial du ties.

The MFA Central Cooperative is 
to bu ild a 100.000 bu shel grain ele­ 
vator in Sdealia according to an 
annou ncement received from Virgil 
Griffin, local manager, Tu esday 
morning. 
An advisory committee 
o i local 
farmers met with Otto Schu lte, 
general manager of Colu mbia, and 
Roy Reed, director of organization, 
for final planning. 
Constru ction is expected to start 
in April or as soon thereafter as 
financing arrangements are com­ 
pleted. The elevatOT is to be bu iH 
on money obtained by selling de­ 
bentu res to local persons and from 
MFA Fu nds along with a loan from 
the Central Cooperative Bank in St. 
Lou is. 
Mr. Schu lte stated that tha ele­ 
vator is being bu ilt to provide 
farmers with a weU rou nded mar­ 
keting institu tion and to provide 
storage for their grain. 
The elevator will be erected on 
a site that will have plenty of room 
for railroad sidings and for the 
farmers' tru cks, bu t Mr. Schu lte 
said the site had not been definitely 
decided u pon and its location wou ld 
be annou nced at a later date.

Federal Aid 
To Co ntinue 
And Ex pand 


WASHINGTON m — Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer pro po sed to ­ 
day that state and lo cal g o v ­ 
ernments pay mo re o f the 
co st o f pro g rams fo r relief o f 
dro ug ht and o ther farm dis­ 
asters. 
Present federal aid wou ld bn 
continu ed and expanded. 
In a special message to Con­ 
gress on agricu ltu ral disasters, 
Eisenhower u rged prompt con­ 
gressional consideration of propos­ 
als for cost - sharing and for 
some expansion and other changes 
in pr e s e nt programs. Details 
were su ggested by Secretary of 
Agricu ltu re Benson in an accom­ 
panying letter. 
Benson said the administration 
will offer a bill which wou ld re­ 
qu ire affected states to pay at 
least 25 per cent of the cost of 
su ch programs in their stat« . 
A spokesman said states have 
been contribu ting lesa than 
o m 
per cent. 
Neither toe President nor other 
officials gave an estimate of the 
total cost of disaster programs 
for toe coming year. 
Eisenhow« 
said 
the 
federal 
government shou ld insu re effec­ 
tive measu res in helping to alle­ 
viate « nergency conditions, bu t 
add« i he had drawn two general 
conclu sioni from his stu dy of the 
problem: 
**Thc first Is that administra­ 
tion of emergency disaster pro­ 
grams mu st be kept dose to the 
local people. 
The second is that state and 
local governments shou ld assu me 
a greater part in alleviating hu ­ 
man distress and hardship and 
other local needs in times of dis­ 
aster, calling on the federal gov­ 
ernment only to su pplement their 
own resou rces.” 
To meet needs arising from t^ie 
present drou ght disaster in the 
Great 
Plains, 
Eisenhower said 
present 
“extensive” 
emergency 
programs will be continu ed “with 
appropriate” modificationa from 
time to time. 
'These programs inclu de tbe of­ 
fer of su rplu s feed grains at re­ 
du ced prices, 
federal contribu ­ 
tions toward Um cost of shipping 
hay into shortage areas, contri­ 
bu tions of su rplu s food to dis­ 
tressed farmers and the extension 
of emergency credit. 
In his letter, Benson said C<» i- 
gress will be asked to au thorize 
fu nds for a deferred livestock 
grazing 
pr o gr a m in drou ght 
areas. 
Officials said, however, 
that they did not know how mu ch 
wou ld be needed u ntil after a su r­ 
vey has been made which wou ld 
take into accou nt recent rains in 
some Plains states.

Did y ou ever start off y our day ’s activi­ 
ties with what is described as a “dull” 
morning, cloudy outside, overly warm in­ 
side, an early crop of irritations. 


It’s a poor condition under which to 
stimulate an apology to any one. Under 
such circumstances a person can become 
real nasty instead of apologetic. 
So to 
prev ent that we’ll get off on a subject dull 
to some, fascinating to others—one about 
the future. 


B’irst, two q uestions: How would y ou 
like to live in a house that never needs 
painting? Or buy a set of tires for y our 
car that will be good for 100,000 miles? 
Every body y ells “Yes” ex cept the paint­ 
ers and the tire dealers. 


But startling innovations, which we 
have referred to before, may be com­ 
monplace in the comparatively near fu­ 
ture. 
The story is told in a U.S. News 
& World Report article on information 
supplied by Charles N. Kimball, head of 
a non-profit organization known as the 
Midwest Research Institute. He does not 
concern himself with a science-fiction 
variety of the future in which ev ery thing 
is done with push buttons and power 
from the sun, and interplanetary trav el 
is practically as common as a trip to the 


grocery » store. 
He talks^ about life as 
it is ex pected to be in a mere 10 to 20 
y ears, basing his prediction on establish­ 
ed scientific knowledge. 
Electronic control eq uipment will be 
built into the highway s to keep y our car 
in the right lane; solution to traffic prob­ 
lems will lie in parking at the edge of 
cities and coming downtown on moving 
sidewalks. This idea suggests that about 
the time we get off-street parking lots 
bought and paid for, they ’ll be out-of- 
date—^what with moving sidewalks haul­ 
ing people around. But may be people 
won’t have legs by that time. 
What all these new fangled things add 
up to is not only greater lux ury and 
convenience in living, but an enormous 
potential increase in leisure time. 
So 
that makes the recreation industry ap­ 
pear to be a good investment while stocks 
are fluttering around on the New York 
market not knowing what to do because 
of the Mid-east situation. 
But if our nation is going to have all 
these convenient novelties and practical 
utilities we must, according to Mr. Kim­ 
ball, encourage technical progress by 
interesting more capable y oung people 
to choose scientific careers. 
We’re for 
that! 
The field is wide open.

WASHINGTON—There it more than meets the 
ey e behind the sensational parade of narcotics 
addicts, underworld characters, petty gamblers, 
and madams that Sen. McClellan of Arkansas 
has brought before his committee during his 
probe of the Teamsters. 
One of the most interesting, and on the sur­ 
face inex plicable features is tape recordings of 
alleged conversations linking the district attor­ 
ney of Portland, Or^., William Langley , to al­ 
leged Teamster representativ es, plus testimony 
that Langley took contributions from Big Jim 
Elkins, convicted narcotics smugglo* and us« *. 
Langley is a Democrat. He comes from a 
family of Democrats who were Democrats when 
it wasn't too profitable to be a Democrat in 
Oregon. 
His father before him was district 
attorney . Both had ex cellent reputations, both 
were considered somewhat anti-labor. 
Labor, 
with one ex ception, never supported them. 
I happen to have known the Langley family 
dating back about 30 y ears. The story of y oung 
Langley ’s having accepted money and having 
conspired with petty cardroom operators and 
Teamster errand boy s sounded fishy to me. 
I went to him. Here is his side of the case, 
a story which I believe to be true. 
Teamsters Switch 
Young Langley ’s opponent for district attorney , 
John McCourt, was a liberal Republican who 
had been strong for labor, had alway a receiv ed 
labor support. Langley had not. Bui toward 
the end of his last election race in October, 
19 54, the Teamsters phoned his father to say 
that they had discovered McCknirt was backed 
by Big Jim Elkins, the leader of the gambling 
world, so they were coming out for Langley . 
They did. 
However, the noise the TeamsUrs made for 
Langley in those last two weeks probably did 
not overcome their previous 25 y ears of opposi- 
Uon. 
Langley say s he accepted no numey from the 
Teamsters, but they did spend some money 
OB his b ^ alf and handed out literi^ure tor 
him. What really won him the election was 
his promise to solve the murder of a teen-age 
bato sittor by a Chinese and his white wife. 
He solved it and secured a conviction by getting 
T(» n M alon^, who has figured in the Senate 
hearings and taken the ^ 
amendment, to go 
to Chinatown and dig up a key witness. Maloney 
wa s a sort of poolroom hangor-on and « rand 
b o y for Frank Brewstor of the Teamsten. And 
Langley used him to get information on the 
underworld, including bouses of prostitution. 
'Hiat was why he paid Maloney money and why 
it was easy to record telephone conversations 
with him. Maloney in turn was using a char­ 
acter named Leo Pbtkin, who sold lingerie and 
cheap Jewelry to the sporting girls in Portland 
brothels, to get information for Langley . 
Langley ’s Letters 
Using this information, Langley wrote sd)out 
a dozen letters to Police Chief James Purcell 
demanding that the bouses be closed. 
Here 
is one of his letters: 
“Dear Chief PurceU: 
“I am advised that prostitution is being car­ 
ried on in the city of Portland at the following 
locations: 
“Atlas Rooms, N.W. 6th Avemie: Model Rooms, 
N.W. 6th Avenue; Seranac Rooms, N.W. 6th 
Avenue; Villa Rooms, 9 N.W. 3rd Avenue; Belle-

As a result of these letters, a lot of Big Jim ’s 
joints were closed down, and he started a cam- 
p i ^ to “get” Langley . He bugged his tele­ 
phone.

One Sunday morning la July 1955, Big Jim 
Elkins came to Langley ’s home with a sheaf of 
lettors from Poltee Chief Purcell and demanded 
that Langley stop writing them. Langley said be 
planned to keep on writing and told Elkins 
to leave. 
Three months later he came back with a 
ty pewritten transcript of Langley ’s alleged con­ 
v ersations and said: “It will cost y ou $10,000 
to get the tape recordings of those conversa­ 
tions.“ 
Nex t day , Monday , Big Jim came when Lang­ 
ley was not at home. He entered the house 
despite Mrs. Langley ’s protests and started to 
play the tape recordings. “I’R leave these here 
tor $10,000,“ he said. Mrs. Langley fled the 
house, took refuge in the house of a neighbor. 
Later the recordings were printed in the Port­ 
land Oregonian and won a journalistic prize. 
They put Langley in the position of conspiring 
with Maloney and McLaughlin to conduct ux x ler- 
world operations. Langley claims they are doc­ 
tored, suid he has evidence to prove it. Nev er­ 
theless, be was indicted last summer for con- 
q rfracy to commit malfeaeance.’’ He has not 
been tried and for that reason may plead the 
5th amendment if called a" a Senate witness. 
It is. of course, q uite easy to doctor tape 
recordings. Any sound engineer at a radio sta­ 
tion can show y ou how it can be done, which 
is'why the Supreme Court will not permit them 
to be used in evidence. 
This is a small part of the complicated Team­ 
sters investigation testimony before the Senate 
that the public isn’t getting. 


Ten Yea rs Ag o Iso la tio n Wa s Ev icted

WASHINGTON m — Ten y ears 
ago nex t week the United States 
said goodby to the American tra­ 
dition of isolation. In one day it 
became truly internationalist and 
assumed activ e leadership of the 
non-Communist world. 
It was on March 10, 1947, that 
President 
Truman 
appealed 
to 
Congress for 400 million dollars in 
economic 
and 
military 
aid 
to 
Greece 
and 
Turkey to 
enable 
them to withstand the steady push 
of communism. 
The idea of American help to 
European countries wrecked by 
the war was not new. What was 
new in American foreign policy 
was the principle laid down by the 
President, known now as the Tru­ 
man Doctrine. 
In brief he said: 
Communist 
conq uest of any country any where 
was a danger to the United Stat^ 
and must be prevented. The pro­ 
gram, started with Greece and 
Turkey , 
has 
been 
ex tended to 
other parts of the world............... 
Since 1947 this country has put 
<mt more than 50 billion -dollars 
in economic and military help to 
friendly and non-Communist coun­ 
tries. The Marshall Plan, help on 
a huge scale, was started in 1947. 
Then followed military alliances 
the main ones being in Europe — 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation — and in Asia the South­ 
east Asia Treaty Organization. 
In addition, this country has 
ringed Russia with American mil­ 
itary bases in friendly countries. 
The policy laid down by Truman, 
military and economic, is still the 
policy foUowed by President Ei­ 
senhower.

Truman laid down his policy at 
a time when Communist guerrillas 
were 
try ing 
t o overthrow 
the 
Greek 
government 
and 
Turkey 
was 
under 
pressure from 
her 
northern neighbor, Russia. 
“I believe,’’ he said, “it must 
be the policy of the United States 
to support free folks who are re­ 
sisting attempted subjugation by 
armed minorities or by outside 
pressures. . . . 
“Totalitarian regimes imposed 
on free peoples, by direct or in­ 
direct aggression, undermine the 
foundations of international peace 
and hence the security of the 
United States.” 
If President Franklin Roosevelt 
had adopted the same policy —that 
totalitarian conq uest of any coun­ 
try was a danger to the United 
States — Hitler might have been 
stopped and World War II averted. 
But Roosevelt — until events in 
Europe and the Japanese attack 
on Hawaii forced this country into 
war — followed the long tradition 
of 
American 
isolationism 
laid 
down by President Monroe on 
Dec. 2. 1823. 
The Monroe Doctrine said in 
effect to the rest of the world out- 


side North and South America; 
You stay out of affairs in our 
hemisphere, and we’ll stay out of 
y ours. 
That was the policy pretty much 
followed by this country until it 
got into World War I. After that 
war, it rushed back into isolation­ 
ism 
and 
remained 
there 
until 
World War II. 
After the ex perience of that war 
the United States finally came to 
the realization that the world had 
shrunk 
and 
some 
international 
cooperation 
to 
maintain 
peace 
was needed. For that reason it 
joined the United Nations in 1945. 
Between 1945 and 1947, while 
the 
United 
States 
gave 
help 
abroad to countries wrecked by 
the war, it was still hoping it was 
possible to live in peace with 
Russia. But Stalin, looking on the 
war-wrecked world around him, 
considered it an invitation to con­ 
q uest in one way or another. 
The Truman Doctrine thus was 
the result of despair that Russia 
would be a peaceful neighbor and 
of the realization that this country 
had to assert leadership or ulti­ 
mately ex pect to find itself sur­ 
rounded by communism.

WASHINGTON—The father who 
runs away , across a state line, de­ 
serted his wife and children, cre­ 
ates a support problem which may 
be eased if Congress approves the 
$2^ million appropriation asked 
by HEW to assist the sta tes in the 
training of special welfare workers. 


With some 100.000 husbands de­ 
serting their families ev ery y ear, 
it will be contended in hearings 
that specially trained people are 
needed to help these abandoned 
women and their children who ask 
for public assistance and, of course, 
others asking for relief money for 
different reasons. 
Congress authorized the ex pendi­ 
ture last August, but the program 
will not be effective until July . . . 
and not then if the appropriation 
be not approved. 
Back in 1950 Congress was so 
wrought up about the husband who 
skips out on his responsibilities 
that there was talk of making him 
guilty of a federal offense. But the 
men in Congress settled for a fed­ 
eral act making it mandatory for 
the abandoned wife to report to the 
law enforcement officers that she 
receives public assistance funds be­ 
cause of abandonment. 
Now every state, ex cept the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, has a Reciprocal 
Support Act. This means that if 
father is located in, say , Califor­ 
nia the wife can go into the fam­ 
ily court in whatever state she is 
and the necessary papers are sent 
to California. That court give.s him 
an opportunity to tell his side of 
the story and determines if he 
should send support and how much. 
The pay ments are then forwarded 
to the court in the wife’s state. 
The new federal funds would 
train men and women how to help 
families on public assistance, rec­ 


ognizing that some wife might not 
want to resort to the Reciprocal 
Support Act because her 
John 
“might come to his senses and 
come home if he isn’t dragged into 
the family court.” Sometin^es they 
are not married and y et the chil­ 
dren must be supported. Others are 
ignorant of the protective laws. 
Then states differ in generosity as 
to assistance and in cooperation in 
locating missing husbands. So the 
need is great, HEW contends, to 
have more and better eq uipped 
professional welfare workers to 
handle 
s u c h complicated heart­ 
breaking cases.

A hot battle dev ebped in the 
house recently over a bill to license 
and bond milk dealers.

Opposition came from Rep. Sam 
Murphy (R-St. Louis county ).

A fascinating article on the sur­ 
gical management of coronary ar­ 
tery disease has recently come to 
my attention. This was written by 
a surgeon who has spent most of 
his profes-sional iiie working in the 
field of heart surgery . 
It must be said first that the 
coronary arteries are the blood 
vessels which supply the heart 
muscle. Like any other muscle the 
heart req uires a plentiful supply 
of good osy gen-containing blood in 
order to function properly . 
The coronary blood vessels can 
be shut ff by a clot and this is 
what gives rise to what is com­ 
monly called a heart attack or 
coronary thrombosis. 
When the blood vessels are nar­ 
rowed they may carry some blood 
but not enough; this freq uently 
causes sy mptoms known as angina 
pectoris. 
These are two important dis­ 
orders. 
The report in q uestion is based 
largely on about 5,000 ex perimen­ 
tal operations carried out on dogs 
in the past 23 y ears. The observa­ 
tions obtained from these ex peri­ 
ments have fonned the basis for a 
certain number of heart opera­ 
tions on human beings which were 
also discussed. 
The article begins with an ac­ 
count of an ex traordinary incident. 
On June 21, 1955, a 65-y ear-old 
phy sician had pain of the anginal 
ty pe (angina pectris). The nex t 
day heo came t the hospital for

ex amination. On the way out of 
the hospital he fell over dead from 
a fatal heart attack. Within a few 
minutes his chest was opened, the 
heart was massaged, ox y gen was 
delivered to his lungs and the 
heart beat again. Nine ninths lat­ 
er this phy sician was practicing 
medicine. 
The rest of the article is devoted 
principally to a discussion of the 
surgery performed and its results 
on 100 patients with disease of 
the coronary arteries. 
It is not necessary here to go 
into the nature of the operation 
which is highly technical, ex cept 
to say that it involved methods 
of building new blood vessels to 
supply the heart to replacethos e 
which were unable to do a satis­ 
factory job. 
Casse of the 100 patients were 
followed six months to five y ears 
thereafter. There was no pain in 
40, less pain than previously in 
48. or a total of 88 improved. 
Thirty -four 
of 
these 
patients 
were totter able to work without 
limitation of their activities and 
56 were better able to work with 
moderate limitations. 
It was emphasized that the op­ 
eration does not p r e t ^ to cure 
the disease, but if it gives a longer 
life with more comfort there is 
surely much to to said for it!
